"SABOTAGE" 


'T*HE spread of strikes and the 
•*• resultant efforts of certain 
dissatisfled elements to cripple 
industry .n every way possible 
brought into use the French 
word "sabotage" in such a way 
that it may be said to have 
been 
Anglicized, 
much 
as 


"valet," "barrage." "ballet" and 
"camouflage" have been Angli- 
cized. 


By "sabotage," as currently 


used, is understood the act of 
producing poor work or other 
damage either to machinery or 
to the good will of some com- 
mercial organization. The work- 
man who is dehbeiately careless 
in the manufacture of some ar- 
ticle, is as guilty of sabotage as 
is the workman who wrecks the 
machine itself—for both of them 
tend to injure the company for 
which they are working, either 
in its reputation or in its opera- 
tion. 


In its original French sense 


the word was a harmless one, 
entirely unconnected with crime 
of any kind, and meaning the 
cutting of shoes or sockets for 
rails In railroad lies, "sabot" be- 
ing French for "wooden shoes." 
During the strikes which par- 
alyzed 
internal 
commerce in 


France toward the end of the 
last century, many of the strik- 
ers tore up the railroad tracks 
or loosened the shoe so that the 
rails spread, thus giving the 
word its new application and 
the significance under which it 
has slipped into the language on 
this side of the Atlantic.

away," sav\< the old saw. The follow- 


ing recipes are all worth 
keeping for future use: 


Apple Sauce 
Cake.— 


Take one cupful of brown 
sugar, one-half cupful of 
butter or lard, one cup- 
ful of unsweetened apple 
sauie prepared from sour 
cooking apples and put 
through a sieve, one cup- 


ful of chopped rniklns, two teaspoon- 
fuls of cocoa, two cupfuls of Hour 
sifted with two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. Bake one-half hour in a shal- 
low dripping pan. 
Serve with hot 


sauce if for dessert. Sauce—Boil two 
cupfuls of granulated sugar, one cup- 
ful of water until a sirup is formed, 
add a tablespoonful of butter and a 
grating of lemon rind for flavoring. 


Whole Wheat Pudding.—Take two 


cupfuls of whole wheat Hour, half n 
cupful of nu'lassws, one chopped apple 
otic-half of a teaspoonful of suit, and 
one-half teaspoonful of soda, steam 
two and one-half hours. 
Serve with 


a plain sauce made with one cupful 
of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of corn 
starch, a hit of stilt, one cupful of 
boiling wator; cook until smooth, add 
two tablespoonfuls of butter and lem- 
on Juice and rind to flavor. 


Apple Whip.—Cook five apples Intc 


apple sauce, adding as little water as 
possible. 
When well cooked press 


through a colander and add one-half 
cupful of sugar. To this add the un- 
beaten whites of two eggs. Whip with 
a Dover egc beater until the mixture 
is light and stiff. Add a bit of vanilla 
or orange or lemon flavoring. Serve 
in sherbet cups topped with a maras- 
chino cherry. 


Apple Pudding.—Cut a few apples 


to cover the bottom of a baking dish;
